Guaicum Bolus. 


Take half a drachm of gum guaicum 
powdered, a fcruple of conferve of rofes, 
and a fuficient quantity of fimple fyrup 
to make it into a bolus, to be taken eve- 
ry morning. 

This ts reckoned to promote much tn- 
fenfible perfpiration, and on that account 
is good in fuch cutaneous diforders as 
proceed from obftruétions of the perfpir- 
able matter, in gouts and rheumatic com- 
plaints it 1s alfo very ferviceable. 


Stomachick Robes. 


Take powder of ginger, and powder of 
long-pepper, of each fifteen grains, con- 
Serve of orange- -peel a fcruple, as much 
fimple fyrup as is fufficient to make it into 
a bolus. |

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This bolus is given three times in a day 
in all complaints arifing from indigeftion, - 
for which it isan excellent remedy. 


| Rhubarb Bolus. 


Take of toafted rhubarb fifteen grains, 
and half adrachmof the fcordium electua- 
ry, mix them together, to be taken as 

often as occafion requires. | 
This isan efficacious remedy in loofe- 
neffes ; the patient at the fame time ab- 
ftaining from malt liquors, and making 
ufe of harthhorn rink for his common 
liquor. 7 eee 
‘Sirengthning Bolus. | 

Take of yellow colophony one fcruple, 
of rhubarb five grains, contferve of rofes 
half a fcruple, fimple fyrup a fufficient: 
quantity to make it into a boius. 

This is given twice ina day, in weak- 
neffes of either fex. | 


; Saponaceous Bolus. f 
Take of the beft white foap half a ° 
drachm, oil of juniper five drops; fimple 
fyrup as-much as is required to form a 
bolus, whichisto be taken twice aday. 
This ‘is very efficacious, not only in 
hephritick diforders, but alfo in the jaun-

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dice and afthma, in» the moft-obftinate 
cafes, of which, this bolus is directed with 
the greateft certainty of fuccefs.; 

_ The Saponaceous Bolus with rhubarb, 
is made by adding ten grains of rhubarb 
to the foregoing bolus, and is directed 
for the fame complaints. 


Specifick Bolus. 


Take of calcined mercury one grain 
and anvhalf, of London philoniym a {cru- 
ple, mix and take them every night go- 
ing to reft, . pet 

This isan excellent mercurial alterative, 
and very much promotes the cure of ftub- _ 
born ulcers, as well as venereal com- 
plaints. 


Turpentine Bolus. 


Take of ipirits of turpentine twenty five 
drops, conferve of wormwood one {cruple, 
mix them into a bolus. To be given in 
nephritick complaints every night and 
morning. 


Difcutient Pultice. 


Take of oatmeal and ftale beer grounds 
of each fufficient to make a poultice, 
which is to be applied in mortifications 
and bruifes, every night and morning, for 
| . which 
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which purpofes it is far preferable to “ee 
other application. 


Saponaceous Pultice. 
Take foap lees three ounces, {weet oil 


half 4 pint, of warm water a gallon, of _ | 


wheat flower a fufficient quantity to make 
it ofa proper confiftence. This‘is allo an 
excellent difcutient. | 


‘Cordial Confection, conferves of worm- 
wood, conferves of orange peels, conferves 
of hips, conferves of red rofes, are made 
exactly as directed in the Supplement, 
and according to the, London Difpenfa- 
tory, and ufed for the fame purpofes. 
| White Decociton 

Is prepared by boiling two ounces of 
burnt hartfhorn, anda quarter of an ounce 
-of gum arabic, in three pints of water till 
there remains only a quart. This is pre- 
fcribed for. common’ drink in diarrhoeas, | 
and all fluxes of the belly. 


Decottion of Marfomallows 


Is made by boiling two ounces of marfh- 
miullow roots in three pints of water, till 
it has- wafted one pint, then add two © 
, ounces of. fyrup of Marthmallows, and 
B32 drink 
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drink half a pint three times in.a day, 
it is ufually directed to be taken at the 
fame time with other medicines, in gra- 
velly complaints, &c. 


Decoétion of the Peruvian Bark: 


Take four ounces of the beft peruvian 
bark, boil in eight pints of water till there 
remains but two quarts. The dole is two 
ounces three times in a day, in intermit- 
ting fevers. | 


, Decoction of Oak Bark. 

Take of oak bark and pomegranate 
fhells of each four ounces, of water and 
milk each a gallon, let them boil away one 
half, then ftrain and fweeten it, to be 
taken, two ounces three times in a day 
tn every cafe where aftringents are pro- 
per. 

Pefieral Decoftion. 

Is prepared as direéted in the Lon- 
don Difpenfatory, and is a good aux- 
iliary remedy in any diforders of the 
breatt. : 


Decottion of Sarfaparilla: 


Take twelve ounces of farfaparilla, and 
fix quarts of water, boil the water away totwo ~ 
quarts 
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quatts, half a pint of this deco¢ction drank 
every fix hours, has been found to relieve 
thofe pains which frequently remain after 
a mercurial courte. 
Decaétion of Elm Bark. 

Take of the frefh inner bark of the 
elm four ounces, and boilit in a fufficient 
quantity of water, tillthere remains no 
more thana quart. This is directedto be 
taken as a vulnerary, the quantity of halt 
a pint three times inaday, it 1s fometimes 
ufed as.agarele for fore mouths occafioned | 
by heat and tharp humours. :

They arevery warm and ftrengthen 
the ftomach, and are of very great fervice 
in flatulencies arifing from indigeftion as 
well as in complaints which are from a 
languidcirculation, and impoverifhed ftate 
of the blood. 


Aftringent Eleéiuary. 


Take of toafted nutmeg and diafcor- 
dium, each four ounces, of prepared 
chalk one ounce, fimple fyrup a fuficient 
quantity to formaneleCtuary. A drachm 
of this electuary is given three times a 
day, in diarrheas, after proper evacua- 
"trons. : 


Cinnabarine Eleéiuary. 


Take two pounds of vermillion, one 
pound of gum guaicum, half a pound of 
Venice foap, as much fimple fyrup as will 
~makethem into an eleCtuary. Dofe, the 
quantity of a nutmeg twice a day, in ob- 
ftinate rheumatifms.

Take of lenitive electuary and flower of 
brimftone, of each equal parts, mix them 
into an electuary with fimple fyrup, a 
drachm of this taken night and morning 
will keep the belly moderately lax, and 
greatly cafe the piles.

Take of pamboge two ounces, vitriol- 
- ated tartar and powder of ginger, of each 
half an ounce, oil of juniper two drachms, 
fyrup of buckthorn a fufficient quantity. 
The dofe is half a drachm twice a week) 
and is given to dropfical patients, where 
they have ftrength to ipso its opera- 
tion. 


Morr Eleéluary. ' 


Take compound powder of myrrh a 
pound, and a quarter of a pound of con- 
ferve of wormwood, and make into an 
electuary, with a fufficient quantity of the 
fimple fyrup. The dofe is two fcruples, 
three times ina day. This is prefcribed 
in diforders of the female fex fuccefsfully. 

Bs Nephritick 
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Nephritick Eletiuary. 

Take of lenitive electuary two ounces, 
Juice of liquorifh one once and an half, — 
venice turpentine half an ounce, powder of 

rhubarb two drachms, mix them into’an 
electuary, a drachm of which isto be taken 
every morning. This gently purges, and 
is directed in all obftructions and foulnet- 
fes of the kidneys and ureters. 


Cathartick Elecfuary. 


Take powder of jallap one pound, one 
ounce of powder of ginger, and mix them 
into an electuary with fyrup of buckthorn, 
half a drachm of this electuary may be 
given twice in a week, in all cafes where 
catharticks are required. 


Specifick Elecuary. 


_ Take one ounce of. crude guickfilver, 
extinguithes in an ounce and half of 
conferve of rofes, two drachms of powder 
ef ginger, and a fufficient quantity of the 
fimplefyrup. The dofe is half a drachm 
twiceina day, in all cafes where mercurials 
_are proper, 


Tin 
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Tin Eleciuary. 


Take prepared tin a pound, conferve of 
wormwood two ounces, make them into an 
electuary, with a fuficient quantity of the 
fimple fyrup. Half an ounce of this elec- 
 tuary is given every morning as a certain 
ipecifick againft worms. 


Elaterium, the Paregoric Elixir, Acid F'- 
lixir of Vitriol, Drawing Plaifter, Common — 
Plaifter, Mercurial Plaiiter, Cephalick Plaii- 
ter, Cummin-feed Plaifter, Galbanum 
Plaifter, Strengthning Plaifter, Soap Plait- 
ter, Stomatick Plaiftér, and Blifter Piaii- . 
ter: are all prepared as directed in the

Ifchiatick Plaiser. | 


Take burgundy pitch four ounces, eu- 
phorbium one drachm mix them together. 
This is a good plaifter for the purpofe its

Take two ounces of jelly of ftarch, one 
ounce of the ftyptic tincture, and two 
grains of extract of opium, mix them to- 
gether. Thisis an excellent clyfter in the 
bloody-flux. , 


Common Clyfter. 


Take of fat broth halfa pint, of linfeed 
- oil three ounces, of common falt half an 
ounce, mix them for ufe. 


Oily Clyfter. 


Take three ounces of fweet oil, and for- 
ty drops of liquid laudanum, mix them 
for ufe. ; ; 


Turpentine Clyfter. 


Take half an ounce of venice turpen- 
tine, mixt witha fufficient quantity of the 
yolk of an’ egg, and add thereto halfa | 
pint of fat broth. This clyfter is general- 
ly prefcribed in fits of the gravel and 
{tone. | 


Purging 
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Purging Extract, the extra&s of Cam- . 
‘peachy Wood, of Jallap, of the Bark, of 
Opium, and the common fomentation, 
are made as directed in the Supplement. 


Emollient Fomentation. 


Take of mallow leaves, and marth-mal- 
low leaves, and -elder-flowers, of each an — 
handful, of linfeeds, froenucreek, and 
Cummin-feeds, of each two ounces, boil 
them in a fufficient quantity of water tll 
there remains only a quart, which ftrain 
for ufe. : | 

Poppy Fomentation. 

Take two ounces of white poppy heads, 

boil them in a quart of water to a pint. 


This is an excellent fomentation for pain- 
‘ful wounds or ulcers. 


Reftringent Fomentation, 


Take of oak bark an ounce and an 
half, of {mith’s forge water three pints, 
boil them together to one quart, to which 
add a quarter of an ounce of roch-allum. 
This is a very powerful aftringent. 

Flores 
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Flores Martiales, 


Are prepared. as directed in the Sap- 
plement. 


Common Garele. 


Take a pint of barley-water, two ounces 
of white-wine vinegar, one ounce of ho- 
ney of rofes, and half an ounce of tincture 
of myrrh, mix them together for ufe. 


The Contrayerva Gargle. 


Take oneounceof figs, half an ounce of 
contrayerva-root, boil them in a fufficient 
quantity of water, {train off twelve ounces; 
it is fometimes made with the addition of 
an ounce of -vinegar. This gargle is 
highly recommended by Dr. Fothergill, 
in the putrid fore throat. | 


Palfey gargle.. 

~. Take an ounce of pellitory of {pain, 
boilit in a fufficient quantity of water to 
one pint, then add halfan ounce of {pirits 
ef {al armoniac. 


Cor- 
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Cordial Draught. 
Diffolve half a drachm of the cordial con~ 
fection in two ounces of the common ju- 
lap, one of thefe draughts is to be repeated 
every fix hours. 


Anodine Bnaee 


Take of {pring water an ounce and an 
half, of fpirituous alexiterial water, and 
fyrup of white poppy-heads, of each two 
drachms, of liquid laudanum fifteen 
drops, to be takenevery night going toreft. 

Oily Draught. 

Take of fweet oil, and of the common 
julap, without fyrup, of each one ounce, 
of fyrup of marfhmallows two dracatns, 
of powder of gum-arabic half a drachm, 
mix them together, to be taken. three 
times in a day. It is fometimes made 
with fyrup of white poppy heads, inftead 
of fyrup of marfhmallows. | 


Oily Draught with Manna, 


Is made by adding three drachms of man- 
na. Thefe draughts are given’ in nephri- 
tick cafes, and diforders of the breatt.

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The fimple bitter Infufion, purging 
bitter Infufion, and infufion of Senna, 
are made as directed in the Supplement, 
and ufed for the fame purpofe. 


Laxative Infufion. 


Take two ounces of the infufion of. Sén- 
na, three drachms of glauber’s falt, and 
half an ounces of folutive fyrup of rofes; 
To be taken twice in a week. 


Infufion of Cafcarilla. 


‘Take of the bark of Cafcarilla one ounce: 
pour upon it a fuficient quantity of 
boiling water, to {train off a pint.. The 
dofe is thtee ounces twice inaday. ‘This 
is a very powerful expectorant. 


— Lnfufion of Maint. 

Take one ounce of the dried leaves of | 
mint, and pour on them a pint of boiling 
fimple mint water, when cold ftrain it and 
take a large {poonful every hour. This is 
an excellent ftomatick, and is of great 
fervice in removing reachings to vomit, 


and in topping fluxes of the belly. 


‘ eae ? Paralitick 
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Paralytick Infufion. 
Take horfesradifh fliced, and muf- 


tard-feed bruifed, of each two ounces, ‘of 
boiling water a quart, let them infufe for 
twelve hours in a veffel well ftopped, and 
fet in a warm place, when ftrained add 
two ounces of {pirituous. pepper-mint 
water. .The dofe is a quarter of a pint, 

twice in a day. 


Common “Fulap. 


Take of fimple alexiterial water, and 
{pring water, of each four ounces; of 
brandy one ounce and an half, of the fim-

Chalk Fulap. 


Take of the chalk julap of the London 
Difpenfatory a pint, of nutmeg-water one 
ounce, mix them together. Three ounces

Hydragogue Fulap. 

Take of the common julap without fy- 
rup fix ounces, of tartar emetic ten grains, 
of lyrup of buckthorn two ounces. The 
dofe is a large fpoonful every hour.

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Mint Fulap. 

Take of fimple mint-water half a pint? 
eonferve of rofes one ounce, acid elixir o 
vitriol one drachm. ‘This is an excellent 
{tomatick, and is to be taken three large 
fpoonfuls every fix hours. 

Reftringent Fulap, 

Take of the common julap, without 
fyrup a pint, of diafcordium fix drachms, 
mix them together. The dofe is three 
large fpoonfuls after every loofe ftool. 


Volatile Fulap. 
Take of falt of hartfhorn two drachms,

Set them 
together over a gentle fire, continually ftirring 
them, till they are brought to the confiftence of 
an ointment. 
Ointment of Sulphur. 

Take of the fimple ointment, half a pound 3 

of flowers of fulphur unwafhed, two ounces 3 
of effence of lemons, a fcruple. Mix all toge- 
ther. . 

Lead Ointment. 

Take of oil olive, half a pint; ofwhite wax, 
an ounce and a half; of fugar of lead,* two 
drams. Rub the fagar oflead, -firft brought to 
avery fubtle powder, with eae part of the oil, 
then add this to the wax melted with the reft of 
the oi], and ftir the mixture till it is fully cold. 


Ointment of Elder. 


Take of elder flowers full blown,  four- 
pounds ; of tried mutton fewet, three pounds ;

“Tels of boiling water, with care to avoid burn-

Elaterium. 


Slit ripe wild-cucumbers, and pafs the juice,

Take of Peruvian bark reduced to powder, 
ene pound; of water, ten or twelve pints.

_as it grows cold, becomes yellow and turbid ; 
boil the bark again in the fame quantity of frefh 
water, as before, repeating thefe bouings till the 
liquor remains ‘tran{parent, when cold: then 
evaporate all thefe decoctions, ftrained and mixt | 
together, to the proper confiltence over a gentle 
Hee. with due care to avoid burning. 

This extract is to be prepared under a double 
form, one, of the confiftence of a pill, the other, 
-hard enough to be reduced to powder. 


Extraét of Lignum Vite, Soft and Hard, 


Take of the fhavings of lignum vite, one 
pound. Boil them. four times or oftner in a 

allon of water to half; then infpiffate the 
liguors, after they have been ftrained: but 
when the water is near all dried away, add a 
fmall portion of rectifed fpirit, by which the 
extract fhall be brought to a uniform and tena+ 
cious mafs.

After the fame manner fhould the oil be pref- 
fed from linfeed and muftardfeed. 


| Effential Oils. 


From the root of faflafras ; from the leaves of 
fweet marjoram, wild marjoram, peppermint, 
{pearmint, penny-royal, rofemary, Tue, favine, 
and wormwood ; from the flowers of chamomile, 
and lavender; from the feeds of anife, carra- 
way, cummin, and dill ; from juniper berries ; 
from the fpices, cloves, nutmeg, and others. 

Thefe oils are obtained by diftillation with 
an alembic and large refrigeratory. Water mutt 


be added to the materials in fufficient quantity 


to prevent their burning, and the fubject ,be 
macerated in that water a little time before the 
diftillation. The oil comes over with the 
water, and either fwims on the top, of finks 
to the bottom, according as it is heavier or 
lighter. | 


Oil of Box. 


Diftill pieces of box in a retort with a fire 
gradually raifed: the oil will come over with an 
acid fpirit, from which the oil is to be feparated 
by a funnel.

Oil of Turpentine. 
Turpentine is to be diftilled with water in 


‘a copper ftill, like the effential oils of vege~ 


tables. 

After the diftillation remains in the ftill yel- 
low rofin. 

This oil is often, though improperly, called 
fpirit of turpentine. 


The Ethereal Oil, and the Balfam of Turpentine. 


Let oil of turpentine be diftilled in a retort 
with a very gentle heat, till what remains is 
become of the confiftence of a balfam. | 

Balfam of turpentine may alfo be diftilled 
from yellow rofin, whence, after a portion of 
oil, which muft be removed in time, will come 
a thick balfam; a blackifh rofin remaining ‘in 
the retort, which is alfo called colophony. 
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Compound Oil of Balfam of Copaiva. 


Take of balfam of copaiva, two pounds; of 
gum guaiacum, four ounces. Diftil them to- 
gether in a retort. 


Purified Nitre. 


Boil nitre in-water, and ftrain the water 
through bloffom paper ; then, after due evapo- 


ration, fetit by in a cold’ place, that the nitre 


may fhoot. 
In the fame manner is purified fal-ammo- 
niac. 
Burnt Alum. 


Let alum be put into an iron or earthen vef- 
fel, and calcined as long, as it rifes up and 
iwells. ” 

t Caleined Vitriol. 

Put green vitriol into an earthen veffel, and 
calcine it with an open fire as long as it exhales 
any moifture ; then take it out by breaking the 
veflel, and fet it by for ufe, well clofed from 
the air. The vitriol is moft perfectly calcined, 
if, at the bottom and fides of the veffel contain- 
ing it, it is become red. 


Salt of Wormwood. 


Let the afhes of. wormwood be put into an 
iron pot, and kept red hot by a ftrong fire for 
fome hours, often ftirring them, that all re- 
mains of oil may be burnt out ; then boil them 
in water ; ftrain the water, which will be im- 

pregnated 
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pregnated with the falt, through paper, and - 
evaporate it to drynefs. , 

In this manner is to be prepared the fixt alka- 
line falt of any plant, whofe afhes will yield 
that kind of falt. 


Salt of Tartar. 


Wrap up any fpecies of tartar in {trong brown 
paper, firft made wet, or inclofe it in a proper | 
veffel, and expofe it to the fire, that its oil may 
be burnt out, then boil it in water, and collect 
its falt, as before. 


Ley of Tartar. 


When the tartar is calcined white, let it be 
put in a damp place, that it may liquify by the 
moifture of the air. 


Soluble Tartar. | 


Take of any alkaline fixt falt, a pound; of 
water, a gallon. The falt beine diffolved in 
the water boiling, throw in chryftals of tartar 
in powder, as long as any fermentation is raif- 
ed, which ufually ceafes before thrice the weight 
of the alkali is thrown in. ‘Then ftrain the 
liquor through paper; and after due evapora- 
tion fet it by for the falt to chryftallize, or elfe 
evaporate the liquor wholly away, that the fale 
miay be left dry. 


Soap Leys. 


Take equal weights of Ruffia potafh and 
quick lime, and throw water upon them by de- 
K 2 grees, 
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rrees, till the, lime is flaked; then throw on 
Foie water and ftir all together, that the falt 
/of the afhes may be diflolved ; after fome time 
/ pour the liquor, filtred through paper, if need- 
~ful, into another vefiel. A true ftandard wine 
pint of this liquor meafured with the greateft 
exacinefs ought to weigh juft fixteen ounces ; if 
it is heavier, for every dram it exceeds that 
weight, an ounce and a half of water in meafure 
is to be added to each pint of the liquor; but, 
| if it.is lighter, it muft be boiled, till the like 
| quantity of water is carried off, or elfe muft be 
| thrown upon frefh lime and afhes. 


Almond Soap. 


Take any quantity of frefh oil of almonds, 
and thrice its meafure of the foap-leys.. Digeft . 
them together for fome time in fuch a heat, 
) . wherewith the mixture fhall but juft boil, and 


within a few hours the oil and leys will be unit- 
| ed; after which the liquor in boiling will foon 
become ropy and in a good degree tranfparent, 
. and will cool into the confiftence of a jelly ; then 

throw in fea-falt, till the boiling liquor has loft its” 

ropinefs ; continue the boiling, tall drops of the 
| liquor being received upon a tile, the water is 
-  feen to feparate freely from the coagulated foap ; 
, then remove the fire, and the foap will gradu- 
ally rife to the top of the liquor, which is to be 
taken out, before it is cold, and put into a 
wooden frame, which has a cloth for its bot- 
| tom:.in the laft place, being taken out it is to 
i be fet by, till it acquires its juft confiftence. 


; After 
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After the fame manner may foap be made 
with oil olive ; in which the fineft oil ought to 
be employed, that the foap may be as little un- 
grateful, -either to the palate or ftomach, as 
poffible. : 


The Common Stronger Coffic. 


Boil to a fourth part any quantity of the foap- 
leys above deferibed ; then {prinkle in, while 
boiling, lime, that has been kept in a veffel 
pretty clofe ftopt for feveral months ; continue 
to~add this lime, till all the liquor is abforbed, 
and the whole reduced to a pafte, which is to 
be kept in a veflel well ftopt. 


The common milder Coftic. 


Take of foft foap and of frefh quick lime 
equal parts; and mix them at the time of 
ufing. — 

Spirit of Vinegar. 

Let vinegar be diftilled with a gentle heat as 
as long as the drops fall free from any empy- 
reuma. 

If fome part of what comes firft off, be thrown 
away, what is referved will be ftronger. 


Diuretic Salt. 


Take of any alkaline fixt falt, one pound ; 
and boil it in four or five pints of diftilled vine- 
gar with a very gentle heat ; when the fermen- 
tation ceafes, add more diftilled vinegar; and 
when the fermentation arifing from the addition 
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is Over, pour on another quantity of the like vi- 
negar; and proceed thus till the vinegar being 
near all evaporated, frefh vinegar will not ex- 
cite any fermentation ; which will generally 


: # happen by the time, about ten quaris of vinegar 


fhall have been ufed; then gently evaporate to 
drynefs. The falt left will be impure, which is 
to be melted for a time but not too long, with 
a gentle heat, afterwards diflo!ved in water, and 
tran{colated through paper. If the melting has 
been rightly performed, the ftrained liquor will 
be limpid and colourle’s, like water, but other- 
wife brownifh. Laftly, the water is to be eva- 
porated with a very gentle heat in a fhallow 
vefiel, the falt, as it dries, being frequently 
ftirred, that the humidity may the fooner be 
difcharged. This falt muft be kept in a clofe 
veffel, that it may not run by the moifture of 
the air. 

The falt ought to be very white, and fhould 
diffolve wholly, either in water, or {pirit. of 
wine, without leaving any faces. If the falt, 
though ever fo white, leave in fpirit any faces, 
after it is diffolyed in this {pirit, it is to be filtred 
through paper, and dried again. 


The Weak and Strong Spirit of Vitriol, alfo the 
Colcothar. 


Vitriol, firft calcined, is to be diftilled in 
earthen veflels for three days without intermif- 
fion, in a reverberatory heat; the liquor drove 
of being diftilled over again in a glals retort 
with a {and heat, the weak fpirit will wae 
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the flrong remaining behind, which is ufuaily, 
though improperly, called oil of vitriol. 

W hat remains in the earthen veffels after the 
firft diftillation, is called the colcothar of vi- 
triol. 


Glauber’s Spirit of Nitre. 


Take of nitre, three pounds; of the ftrong 
fpirit of vitriol, one pound. Let them be mixt 
with caution and gradually under a chimney ; 
afterwards let them be diftilled firft with a 
gentle heat, and then with a itronger. 


Glauber’s Spirit of Sea-falt. 

‘Take fea-falt, and the ftrong fpirit of vitriol, 
of cach two pounds; of water one pint. “The 
oil and water being firft mixt together, add the 
mixture gradually to the falt under a chimney ; 


then diftil, firft with a fmall, and afterwards 
with a ftronger fire. 


Aqua Fortis. 


Take nitre, green vitriol not calcined, of each 
three pounds; of the fame vitriol Coed. a 
pound and a half. Mix all well together, ae 


diftil with a very ftrong” fire, as long as red 
fumes arife. 


Compound Aqua-Fortis. 


Take of aqua-fortis fixteen ounces in weight, 
of falt one dram. Diftil to drynefs, 
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Salt of Vitriol. - 


Take of white vitriol, a pound 3 of the ftrong 
{pirit of vitriol, an ounce in weight; of water, 
“as much as is fufficient. Diffolve the vitriol 
by boiling, then ftrain the decoction through 
paper, and after proper exhalation fet it in a 
cold place, that the falt may fhoot. 


Vitriolated Vartar. 


Take of green vitriol, the weight of eight 
ounces 5. of water, two quarts. The vitriol 
being diffolved in the water boiling, throw in 
falt of tartar, or any other fixt alkali, till all 
fermentation ceafes ; which ufually happens 
after throwing in four ounces, or fomething 
more of the alkaline falt. “Then ftrain through 
paper, and evaporate daily, that the fale may 
_ cryitallize. 


Vitriolated Nitre. 


Diffolve the cake left after the diftillation of . 
Glauber’s fpirit of nitre, as defcribed above, in 
hot water, and after purifying through paper, 
evaporate, that the falt may fhoot. 


Gilqauber’s Cathartic Salt. 


Diffolve in water the cake, which remains 
after the diftillation of Glauber’s fpirit of fea 
falt, purify the folution through paper, and 
then duly evaporate it, that the falt may chrif- 
_tallize. 


‘Spirit 
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Spirit of Sea-falt coagulated. 


Pour gradually upon the fpirit of fea-falt the 
lixivium of any fixt alkali, till all, fermentation 
ceafes ; and then evaporate to drynefs. 

Daulcified Spirit of Vitriol. 

Take of the ftrong fpirit of vitriol, called the 
oil, one pound; of rectified {pirit of wine, one 
pint. : 

Dulcified Spirit of Nitre.” 

‘Take of rectified fpirit of wine, one quart 5 
of Glauber’s fpirit of nitre, halfa pound. Mix 
them by pouring the fpirit of nitre on the other, 
and diftil the mixture with a gentle heat, as 
long as what comes off will not raife any fer 
mentation with a lixivial falt. 


Spirit of Sulphur by the Bell. 


Let fulphur be fet on fire under a glafs veffel 
fitted for this purpofe, which is ufually called a 
bell, and the acid {pirit will drop from it, which 
is to be received into a difh placed underneath, 


Spirit, Salt, and Oil of Ambar. 


Let ambar be diftilled by a fand heat gradu- 
ally increafed. From it will arife a foirit, oil, 
and falt foul by a mixture of the oil. 

The oil diftilled again will part into a hinwiee 
oil, which will afeend, and a thicker part re- 
main called the balfam ook Sem baer: 

The falt is to be boiled either in the fpirit, or

If 
this is carefully repeated feveral times, the falt 
will become very white, and the fpirit as limpid 
as water, with a grateful {mell. 

If the falt be feparated from the fpirit, and 

, fublimed, firft from an equal weight of fine 
chalk, and then again from a fmall quantity of 
rectihed {pirit of wine, it will become fooner 

ure. 

Calcined hartfhorn, is for the mof part made 
by burning the horns, after they have pafled 
through the preceding operation. 

After the {fame manner a fpirit, falt and oil 
may be diftil!ed from any animal fubftance. 


The Spirit, Salt, and Oil of Soat. 
Diftil wood foot in the fame manner as 


hartfhorn ; but here more labour is required to 
render the fpirit and falt pure. 


Volatile Salt of Sal-Ammoniac. 


- Take. of the fineft chalk, or whiting, two 
pounds; of fal-ammoniac, one pound. Sub- 
lime the volatile falt in a retort with a firong 
fre. 

Spirit 
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Spirit of Sal-Ammoniac. 
Take of any fixt alkaline falt, a pound and a 


half; of fal-ammoniac a pound; of water, two 
quarts. With a gentle fire diftil off one quart. 


Dukified Spirit of Sal-Amnmoniac. 


Take of any fixt alkaline falt, half a pound ; e% 
of fal-ammoniac, four ounces ; of proof fpirit, 
three pints. Diftil off with a gentle fire, a 
_ pint and a half. 

| Fetid Volatile Spirit. 

Take of any fixt alkaline falt, a pound and a 

half; of fal-ammoniac, a pound; of affafcetida, 


four ounces, of proof fpirit, three quarts. Diftil - 
off with a gentle heat five pints. 


Aromatic Volatile Spirit. 


Take efience of lemons, eflential oil of nut- — 
megs, of each two drams; of eflential oil of 
cloves, half a dram; of dulcified fpirit of fal- 
ammoniac a quart. Diftil with a very gentle. 
fire. : 

Flowers of Benjamin. 


Put powdered benjamin into an earthen pot 
placed in fand, and with a fmall heat the flow- 
ers will rife, and may be caught by a paper cone 
placed over the pot. 

Or elfe the benjamin may be put into a re- 
tort, and the flowers will afcend into and faften 
themfelves upon its neck. 
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The flowers, if tinged yellow, are to be 
mixt with tobacco-pipe clay, and fublimed 
again. 


Flowers of Sulphur. 


Let fulphur be fublimed in a fit veffe] ; 
and any part of the flowers, which may have 


 concreted, are to be reduced to powder by a 


wooden fail? or in a marble mortar with a 
wooden neftle. 


Flowers of Sulphur wafhed. 


Pour water on the flowers to the height of 
three or four fingers above them, and boil them 
for atime: then pour off this water, and with 
frefh cold water wafh the remains of this away 5 
then dry the flowers for ufe. 


| The fi mple Balfam of Sulphur. 


Boil flowers of fulphur in four times their 
weight of oil olive in a pot lightly covered, till 
the oil and fulphur are ead into the confiftence 
of a balfam. 
In the fame manner is a balfam of ae 
alfo prepared with Barbados tar. 


Precipitated Sulphur, 


Boil flowers of fulphur with thrice their 
weight of quick lime, till the fulpbur is diffolv- 
ed, ‘and filtre the folution through paper ; then 
with weak fpirit of vitriol make a~ precipitation, 
which is to be often wathed, ull it is become 
mee infipid. : 

Sul- 
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Sulpburated Water. 


Take of water, a quart; of fulphur, half a 
pound. Let fome portion of the fulphur, fet on 
fire in an iron ladle, be fufpended over the 
water in a clofe veffel ; and let this be repeated, 
as often as the fumes from the laft fulphur fub- 
fide, till the whole is burnt away. 


The Ruf? of Steel prepared. 


Expofe filings of fteel to the air, and moiften 
them (amie eas with water or vinegar, till they 
are turned into ruft; then rub them in a mor- 
tar, and by pouring on water wath off the fineft 
powder ; the refidue, which by moderate rub- 
bing, was not brought to a powder fine’ enough 
to be wafhed off, is again to be expofed mortt 
to the air, and when fart.er rufted, is to be 
treated as before. The powder thus wafhed off 
is to be dried and kept for ufe.: 


Steel prepared with Sulphur. 


_ Touch the fteel heated to a white heat with 
a roll of brimftone, that the fteel may melt, and 
drop into water placed under it. Then let it 
be feparated from the fulphur, which has dropt 
along with it into the water, and be reduced 
into the fineft powder. 


Martial Flowers. 


Take of wathed colcothar of green vitriol, 
or of iron filings, one pound, .of fal-ammoniac 
two. pounds. , Mix and fublime them in a re- 

ut, and mixing again the bottom, with the 
oe flowers, 
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flowers, renew the fublimation, till the flowers 
acquire a beautiful yellow colour. : 

To the refidue may be added half a pound of 
frefh {al-ammoniac, and the fublimation repeate 
ed; and the fame procefs may be thus continued 
on as long, as the flowers rife duly coloured. 


The Ley of Iron. 


Set by the refidue after the foregoing fublimae 
tion in a damp place, that it may liquify by the 
air. 

Salt of Iron. 

Take of the ftrong fpirit, or oil of vitriol, 
the weight of eight ounces; of filings of iron, 
four ounces ; of waters a quart. Mix them; 
and when the ebullition has ceafed, fet the mix- 
ture fome time upon a fand heat; then filtre the 
liquor through paper, and evaporate it, that the 
falt may cryitallize. 


The Lunar Cau/iic. 


Diffolve pure filver by a fand heat in about 
twice its weight of aqua-fortis; then dry away 
the humidity with a gentle fire, afterwards melt 
it in a crucible, that it may be poured into 
proper moulds, carefully avoiding over much 
heat, left the matter fhould grow too thick. 


Sugar of Lead. 


Boil ceruffe in diftilled vinegar, in a leaden 
veffel, till the vinegar is fufficiently fweet; then 
filtre the vinegar through paper, and after due 
evaporation fet it by, that the falt may fhoot. 
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The Medicinal Stone. 


Take alum, litharge, bole armenic, or French 
bole, of each half a pound; of the colcothar 
of green vitriol three ounces ; of vinegar a 
quarter of a pint. Dry the whole mixt toge- 
ther over a fire, till it grows hard. 


Powdered Tin. 


Let melted tin be poured into a wooden box 
chalked within, and while the tin grows cold, 
let the box be brifkly fhaken, and part of the 
tin will be reduced to powder. ‘The remainder, 
by being treated in the fame way, may alfo be 
reduced to powder. 


The Purification of Quickfilver. 


Diftil the quickfilver in a retort, and then 
wath it well with water and falt, or vinegar. 


Mofaic Gold. 


Take of tin, one pound; of flowers of ful- 
-phur, feven ounces; fal-ammoniac, purified 
quickfilver, of each half a pound. Add the 
quickfilver to the tin melted; when the mix- 
ture iscold, reduce it to powder, mix well with 
it the fulphur and fal-ammoniac, and fublime 
the compound in a matras. The mofaic gold 
will be found under the part fublimed with a 
{mall quantity of foulnefs at the bottom. 


Zithiops Mineral. 


Take equal parts of quickfilver purified, and 
of flowers of fulphur unwafhed. Rub them to- 
gether in a mortar of glafs or marble, till the 
TORY ee. - quick- 
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quickfilver perfectly difappears, and the union 
is perfected, 

i Artificial Cinnabar. 

Take of purified quickfilver, twenty - five 
Ounces; of fulphur, feven ounces; ftir the 
quickfilver into the fulphur melted, and if the 
mixture takes fire, it is to be extinguifhed by” 


covering the veflel. Then let the matter be re- 


duced to powder, and fublimed. 


Corrofive Sublimate. 


Take of purified quickfilver, forty ounces; of 
fea falt, thirty-three ounces ; of nitre, twenty- 
eight ounces; of calcined green vitriol, fixty- 
fix ounces. Rub the quickfilver firft with about 
an ounce or more of corrofive fublimate in a 


“wooden or ftone veffel, till it break into fmall 


grains; then mix it with the nitre, afterwards 
with the fea falt, till the quickfilver quite dif- 
appears ; laftly add the calcined vitriol, but do 
not rub the mixture too long with it, left the 
quickfilver fhould begin to part again. Sub- 
lime the mixture in a matras, to which may be 
fitted an alembic head, that a fpirit which will 
afcend in a {mall quantity, may be faved. 


Dutified Mercury Sublimate. 


Take of corrofive fublimate, one pound ; of 
purified quickfilver, nine ounces. Add the 
quickfilver to the fublimate reduced to powder, 
and in a glafs matras digeft them together ina 
gentle fand. heat, often fhaking the glafs> till 
they are united. Then augmenting the heat, 


ublime the mixture. After an acrid part fe 
tae 
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the top of the fublimation is feraped off, and if 
any globules of quickiilver chance to appear, 
they likewife being feparated, the mafs fublimed 
is to be reduced to powder, and fublimed again 5 
the fubfimation is to be fix times repeated. 
Calcined Quickfilver. 

Set quickfilver purified upon a fand heat for 

feveral months in a glafs veflel of a broad bot- 


tom, and opening to the air by a fmall hole, 
till it is reduced to a red powder. 


White Precipitate of Mercury. 


‘Take of fal-ammoniac, and of corrofive fub- 
limate, equal weights. Diffolve them together - 
in water, filtre the folution through paper,’ . 
and with a folution of fome alcaline fixt falt 
make a precipitation; then wafh off all acri» 
mony from the precipitated powder. 


; The Mercurial Red Corrofive. 

Take of quickfilver purified, and of the com- 
pound aqua-fortis, equal weights. Set them to- 
gether in a glafs of a flat bottom upon a fand © 


‘heat, till all humidity is exhaled, and the dry 


mafs las acquired a red colour, 
Coraltine Mercury. 


Pour upon the mercurial red corrofive, thrice 
its weight of rectified fpirit of wine, and digeft 
them together two or three days in a gentle 


‘heat, often fhaking the veffel ; then fet fire to 
the {pirit, ftirring the powder continually till 


the fpirit is quite burnt away. 
: The 
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The Yellow Mercurial Emetic. 


Pour upon purified quickfilver in a glafs vefiel 
double its weight of the ftrong fpirit of vitriol. 
Let the liquor heat gradually, and then boil till 
-in the bottom of the glafs there remains a white 
mafs, which is to be perfectly dried with a 
flrong beat. ‘This, upon the effufion of warm 
water, will turn yellow, and fall into powder. . 
Kub this powder, and the warm water dili- 
gently together in a glafs mortar. “Then when 
the powder is fubfided, pour off this water, and 
wath the powder often with frefh water, till it 
is become perfectly free from all acrimony. 


The Precipitated Sulphur of Antimony. 


‘Take of antimony, fixteen ounces ; of tartar, 
a pound; of nitre, half a pound. Being fepa- 
rately reduced to powder, mix them well, and 
throw them by degrees into a crucible red hot, 
and melt, the mixture with a ftrong fire; then 
pour it out into a conical mould, that the me- 
tallic part, commonly called the regulus of an- 
timony, may fall to the bottom, while the 
{coriz flote at top. Diffolve thefe fcoriz in 
water, and filtre the folution through paper ; 
then precipitate the fulphur by dropping in fpirit 
of fea falt, and afterwards wafh it with water.

Crocus of Antimony. 


Take of antimony and nitre equal weights. 
Being feparately reduced to powder, let them

Wafbed Crocus of Antimony.

The Calx of datimony. 


Let antimony in powder be well mixed with 
thrice its weight of nitre, and thrown by degrees 
into a crucible moderately heated.

Sugar of Rofes. 


Take of red rofe-buds, ‘quick dried, and their 
white heels cut off, one ounce; of double re- 
fined fugar, a pound. Reduce the rofes and 
{ugar to powder feparately; then mix them, 
and with a little water form lozenges to be 
&ried with a gentle heat. mo 


White Peétoral Troches. 


Take of double refined fugar, a pound and a 
half; of ftarch, an ounce and a half; of liquo- 
rice, fix drams; of Florentine arris, half an 
ounce. All the ingredients being reduced to 
powder, with the mucilage of gum tragacanth 
form troches. 


Black Peéoral Troches. 
Take extract of liquorice, double refined 


fugar, of each ten ounces; of gum dragant 
halfa pound, By moiftening with water make 
troches,

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Troches of Nitre. 


Take of purified nitre, four ounces; of 
double refined fugar, a pound. Make them 
into troches with the mucilage of gum traga- _ 
¢anth. : 


Troches of Squills. 
Take of baked fquills, half a pound; of wheat 


flower, four ounces. Pound them together, 
and form them into troches to be dried with a 
finall heat. 

Troches of Sulphur. 


Take of wafhed flowers of fulphur, two 
ounces; of double refined fugar, four ounces, 
Beat them together, and by gradually adding 
the mucilage of quince-feeds form troches. 


droches of “fapan Earth. 


‘Take japan earth, and gum arabic, of each 
two ounces; of fugar of rofes, fixteen ounces. 
Beat them together, and with a little water 
make troches. 

Cardialgic Lozenges. 

Take of prepared chalk, four ounces; of 
prepared crabs claws, two ounces; of bole ar- 
meniac, or French bole, half an ounce ; of nut- 
meg, a fcruple ; of double refined fugar, three 
ounces. Make all into a powder, and then 
with a little water form it into lozenges. 


Aromatic Pills, 


Take of focotorine aloes, an ounce and a 
half; of gum guaiacum, an ounce ; the aro- 
matic 
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tnatic fpecies, balfam of Peru, of each half an 
ounce. Let the aloes, and gum guaiacum be 
powdered feparately, then mixt with the reft, 
and formed into a mafs with the fyrup of orange 
~ peel. 


The more Simple Pills of Coloquintida. 


Take the pith of coloquintida, feammony, of — 
each two ounces; of oil of cloves two drams. 

Let the dry fpecies be reduced to powder fepa- 
rately, the oil be mixt with them, and the 
whole be formed into a mafs with fyrup of 
backthorn. 


Pills of Coloquintida with Alves. 

Take focotorine alces and fcammony, of each 
two ounces; of the pith of coloquintida, one 
ounce; of oil of cloves, two drams. Let the 
dry {pecies be reduced to powder feparately, the 
oil mixt among them, and the whole formed 
into a mafs with fyrup of buckthorn;

Take of quickfilver, five drams; of Straf- 
bourg tupentine, two drams; of the cathartic 
extract, four fcruples; of rhubarb in powder, 
one dram. Firft grind the quickfilver with the 
turpentine, till it appear ne longer; then beat 
them up with the reft intoa mafs. If the tur- 
pentine chance to be too thick, it is to be 
thinned with a little oil olive. 


Rufuss Pills, 
Take of focotorine alocs, two ounces; myrrh, 


and faffion, of each one ounce. Make them 
znto a mafs with fyrup of faffron. 


Soap Pills. 


"Take of almond foap, four ounces, of ftrain= 
ed opium, half an ounce; of effence of Jemons, 
adram. Beat the opium foftened with a little 
wine, along with the reft, till they are per- 
fecily mixt. 

Storax Pills, 
~ Take of ftrained ftorax, two ounces ; of faf- 
fon, one ounce; of {trained optum, five drams. 
Beat them diligently together, tll they are per- 
feEtly mixed. 
Eleétuary of Bay Berries. 

Take the leaves of rue dried, carraway feeds, 
common parfley feeds, bay-berries, of each an 
ounce ;. of fagapenum, half an ounce; black 
apepper, Ruffia caftor, of each two drams 5 of 


clarified honey, thrice the weight of the fpecies, 
; when 
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when powdered. Mix the fpecies with the 
honey into an e’eétuary. 
EleGuary of Caffia. 

Take the folutive fyrup of rofes, the p:Jp o 
caffia freth extracted, of each halfa pound ; of 
manna, two ounces; of the pulp of tamarinds, 
ene ounce. Rub the manna ina mortar, and 
with a fmall heat diffolve it mm the fyrup, then 
add the pulps, and the heat being continued 
reduce the whole to a proper confiftence. 

Lenitive. Electuary.. 

Take of dried figs, one pound; of the leaves. 
ef fena, eight ounces; the pulps of tamarinds,. 
of caffia, and of French prunes, of each half a 
pound; of coriander feed, four ounces; of 
liquorice, three ounces ; of double refined fugar,. 
two pounds and a-half. Reduce the fena. with 
the coriander feed to powder, and feparate by 
the fieve ten ounces ; boil the reft withthe figs 
and liquorice in two quarts of water, till itis 
boiled half away; then ftrain and prefs it out; 
Jet the ftrained liquor be evaporated to the 
weight of a pound and a.half, or a little lefs; 
afterwards add the fugar to make a fyrup; this 
fyrup. mix gradually with the pulps; and laftly 
ftir in the powder before feparated by the fieve. 


EleGuary of Scammony. 


Take of fcammony, an ounce and a hall; 
cloves, ginger, of each fix drams; of the eflen- 
tial oil of carraway feeds, half a dram; of honey, 
halfa pound. Reduce the fcammony to powder

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by itfelf; mix the aromatics, firft pounded to- 
gether, with the honey; then add the fcam-~ 
mony, aud in the laft place the oil. 


Eleétary of Scordium. 


_ Take any quantity of the fpecies of fcordium, 
or water-germander with opium, and‘ thrice 
. their weight of diacodium boiled to the thick- 

nefs of honey. Mix the fpecies with the fyrup 

into an electary. , . 

Locatellus’s Balfam. 

Take of oil olive, a pint; Strafbure turpen- 
tine, yellow wax, of each halfea pound ; of red 
fanders, fix drams. Melt the wax with fome 
part of the oil over a gentle fire, then add the 
reft of the oil, and the turpentine; in the laft 
place mix in the fanders, and ftir the whole 
weil together, till it is nearly cold. | 


The Cordial Confections. 


Take frefh rofemary tops, juniper berries, of 
each a pound; the leffer cardamom feeds freed 
from their hufks, zedoary, faffron, of each half 
a pound, Draw a tin@ture with about a gallon 
and a half of proof fpirit; reduce by a gentle 
heat this tincture ftrained nearly. to the weight 
of two pounds and a half; then finifh the elec- 
tary by adding the following fpecies very finely 
powdered; viz. of the compound powder of 
crabs claws, fixteen ounces ; cinnamon, nutmeg, 
of each two ounces; of cloves, an ounce; 
vf couble refined fugar, two pounds,

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The Confection called Paulina. 


Take coftus, or in its ftead zedoary, cinna- 
mon, long pepper, black pepper, ftrained fto- 
rax, -flrained galbanum, ftrained opium, Rufha 
caftor, of each two ounces ; of the fimple fyrup 
boiled to the confiftence of honey, an equal — 
weight to thrice the fpecies. Mix carefully the © 
epium firft diffolved in wine with the fyrup: 
warmed ; then to the ftorax and galbanum 
-melted together, add by degrees the fyrup, while 
it remains warm; afterwards fprinkle in the 
other fpecies reduced to powder. 


Mithridate. 


Take of cinnamon, fourteen drams; of 
myrrh, eleven drams; agaric, fpikenard, gin 
ger, faffron, feeds of treacle muftard or of mi- 
thridate muflard, frankincenfe, chio turpentine, 
of each ten drams; camel’s hay, coftus, or in 
its ftead zedoary, Indian leaf, or in its ftead 
mace, French lavender, long pepper, feeds of 
hartwort, juice of the rape of ciftus, ftrained 
ftorax, opopanax, ftrained galbanum, balfam of 
Gilead, or in its ftead exprefied oil of nutmegs, 
Ruflia caftor, of each an ounce; poley moun- 
tain, water-germander, the fruit of the balfam- 
tree, or in its ftead cubebs, white pepper, feeds 
of the carrot of Crete, bdellium ftrained, of 
each feven drams ; celtic nard, gentian root, 
leaves of dittany of Crete, red rofes, feeds of 
Macedonian parfley, the lefler cardamom feeds 
freed from their bufks, fweet fennel feeds, gum 
arabic, opium ftrained, of each five. drams ; 

M4 root 
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root of the fweet flag, root of wild valerian, 
anife-feed, fagapenum ftrained, of each three 
drams ; {pignel,-St. John’s wort, juice of aca- 
cia, or in its ftead japan earth, the bellies of 
fcinks, of each two drams and a half; of clari- 
.. fied honey thrice the weight of all the reft. 
Diffolve the opium firft in a little wine, and 
_ then mix it with the honey made hot; in the 
mean time melt together in another veflel the 
galbanum, ftorax, turpentine, and the balfam 
of Gilead, or the exprefled oil of nutmeg, con- 
tinually ftirring them round, that they may not 
burn; and as foon as thefe are melted, add to 
them the hot honey, firft by fpoonfuls, and 
"afterwards more freely : laftly, when this mix- 
‘tre is near cold, add by degrees the reft of the 
fpecies reduced to powder. 


The London Philonium. 


Take white pepper, ginger,. carraway feeds, 
of each two ounces; of opium ftrained, fix 
drams ; of ciacodion boiled to the confiftence of 
honey thrice the weight of all the reft. Mix 
carefully the opium, diffolved firft in wine, 
with the fyrup warmed, and then add the other 
fpecies reduced to powder. 


Venice Treacle. 


Take of the troches of fquills, half a pound’ 
long pepper, opium ftrained, dried vipers, of 
each three ounces ; cinnamon, balfam of Gile- 
ad, or in its flead exprefled oil of nutmeg, cf 
each two ounces ; agaric, the root of Floren- 
tine orrice, wateg-germander, red rofes, feeds

Take alum, white vitriol, of each half an 
ounce ; of water, a quart. Djiflolve the falts.

The Sapphire coloured Water. 


Take of lime-water, a pint; of fal-ammo- 
niac, one dram. Let them fland together in a 
copper veflel, or with a few bits of copper, till 
the water has acquired a blue fapphire colour. 


The Blue. Vitriolic Water. 


_ Take of blue vitriol, three ounces; alum the, 

ftrong fpirit, or oil of vitriol, of each two 
ounces; of water_a pint anda half. Boil the 
falts in the water, till they are diflolved; then 
add the oil of vitriol, and ftrain the mixture 
through paper. 


Camphorated Vitriolie Water. 


Take of white vitriol, half an ounce; of 
camphire, two drams; of boiling water, a 
quart. Mix them, that the vitriol may be dif- 
folved ; and, after the faces have fubfided, 
filtre the water through paper. x 


The Saponaceous Lotion. 


Take of damafk-rofe water, three quarters of 
a pint; of oil olive, a quarter of a pint; of the 
ley of tartar, the meafure of half an ounce. 
Rub the ley of tartar and oil together, till they 
are mixed ; then gradually add the water.

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Oil of St. Fohn’s Wort. 


Take of the flowers of St.. John’s wort full 
blown, frefh, and carefully picked from their 
calyxes, four ounces; of oil olive, a quart. 
‘Fhe oil being poured on the flowers, let them 
{tand together, till the oil is fufficiently tinged. - 


Oil of Mucilages. 


Take of the root of marfh mallows frefh, 
half a pound; linfeed, fenugreek feeds, of each 
three ounces; of water, a quart; of oil olive, 
two quarts. Boil gently the roots and feeds 
bruifed in the water for half an hour ; afterwards: 
add the oil, and renew the boiling, till the 
water is quite wafted; then pour the oil cauti- 
dufly off, 

Oil of Elder. 


' "Fake of elder flowers, one pound; of oil 
olive, a quart. Boil the flower in the oil, till 
they are almoft.crifp, then prefs out the oil, and 
fet it by, that the faeces may fubfide. ° 


Green Oil. 


Take bay-leaves, leaves of rue, of marjoram, 
of fea wormwood, and of chamomile, of each 
three ounces; of oil olive, a quart. The herbs © 
being bruifed boil them lightly in the oil, till 
they are become crifp; then prefs out the oil ; 
and after the feces have fubfided, pour it off.

Take of Burgundy pitch, two pounds; of 
foft labdanum, one. pound; yellow rofin, yel- 
Jow wax, of each four ounces; of the exprefied:

Take of oil olive, one gallon-; of litharge. 
finely powdered, five pounds. Boil them toge- 
ther with about. a quart of water, over.a gentle 
fire, continually ftirring, till the oil and litharge 
are united, and they acquire the due confiftence 
of a plaifter; and if the water is wafted, before, 
the operation is over, more water muft be pour-. 
ed. on hot..

'"T’ake of the common plaifter, three pounds ; 
of yellow rofin, half a pound. Throw the rofin, 
firft reduced to powder, that it may the fooner 
melt, into the common plaifter melted with a 
very gentle heat, and ftir them well together. 


The common Plaifter with Gums. 


Take of the common plaifter, three pounds ; 
of galbanum ftrained, eight ounces; common 
turpentine, frankincenfe, of each three ounces. 
To the galbanum and turpentine melted toge- 
ther with a gentle heat, fprinkle in the frank- 
incenfe reduced to powder <, and then gradually 
_add to them the plaifter firft melted hkewile 
with a very gentle heat. 


The common Plaifter with Quickfilver. 


Take of the common plaifter, one pound ; 
of quickiilver, three ounces; ofthe fimple bal- 
fam of fulphur, a dram. Mix them together 
after the fame manner, as in the ammoniac 
piaifter with quickfilver. 


The Cummin Plaifter. 


- Take of Burgundy pitch, three pounds; yel- 
Jow wax, cummin feeds, carraway feeds, bay 
berries, of each three ounces. The pitch and 
wax being melted together, fprinkle into them 
the reft reduced to powder, and ftir all well 
together,

’ Red-Lead Plaifter. 


Take oil olive, two quarts ; of red lead finely 
powdered, two pounds and a half. With 
thefe the plaifter is to be prepared in the fame 
manner as the common plaifter; only here 
more water is required, and more caution, 
that the plaifter may not be burnt, and turn 
black. 


Plaifier of Mucilazes. 


Take of yellow wax forty ounces; of the 
oil of mucilages, eight ounces in meafure; of 
gum ammoniac ftrained, ha'f a pound ; of com- 
mion turpentine, two ounces. The gum am- 
moniac being sen with the turpentine, add 
_to them gradually the wax melted with the oil 
in another veffel. 


Strengthening Plaifter. 


Take of the common plaifter, two pounds ; 
of frankincenfe, half a pound; of dragon’s 
blood, three ounces. ‘T’o the common plaifter 
melted add the reft reduced to powder. 


Soap Plaifter. 


Take of the common plaifter, three pounds ; 
of hard foap half a pound. T’o the common 
plaifter liquified and the foap, then melt all ‘to 
the confiftence of a plaifter, and take particular 
care, that it does not grow too cold, sortie’ it 
is formed into rolls.
